HOW  Will  THE  MERGER  AFFECT  THE  BOROUGH  TAX  RATE? 

Under  regionalization,  current  expenses  (90%  of  the  budget)  are  distributed  on  a  per 
pupil  basis.  For  this  reason,  the  school  merger  has  no  significant  effect  on  the  tax  rale. 
As  an  example,  the  calculations  below  have  been  made  for  the  coming  school  year.  The 
"equalized  lax  rate"  is  used,  because  it  is  based  on  100%  of  true  property  valuation 
and  permits  ready  determination  of  an  individual's  tax.

For  1966-67,  the  Borough  school  tax  in  a  merged  system  is  actually  a  few  cents  less 
than  it  would  be  without  the  merger.  For  1965-1966,  the  Borough  school  tax  was  $1.03 
per  $100  of  true  valuation;  under  regionalization,  it  would  have  been  $1.02. 


WHAT  ABOUT  THE  DEBT  SERVICE? 

Debt  service  (10%  of  the  hudget)  is  distributed  to  the  merging  districts  on  the  basis 
of  ratables.  Because  school  bonds  and  notes  are  generally  repaid  over  a  25  or  30-year 
period,  they  represent  only  a  small  portion  (10%)  of  the  annual  school  budget,  and 
they  have  little  effect  on  the  lax  rate.  Nevertheless,  there  has  been  concern  as  lo 
whether  the  Borough  would  be  paying  a  portion  of  the  Township's  indebtedness. 

However,  when  we  consider  both  present  facilities  and  future  needs,  it  can  be  shown 
that  here  also  the  Borough  comes  out  even.  In  a  merged  system,  the  Borough  would  pay 
an  additional  $633,000  of  elementary  school  debt,  but  the  Township  would  pay  $836,000 
ol  the  Borough's  high  school  debt. 

If,  al  some  future  dale,  additional  classrooms  were  needed  in  the  merged  syslem, 
the  Borough  would  pay  40%  oi  the  cost.  On  the  other  hand,  with  or  without  merger, 
major  renovations  and  improvements  in  the  high  school  will  be  needed  in  the  next 
decade.  The  costs  of  such  improvements  have  not  been  estimated;  but  whatever  they 
turn  out  lo  be,  the  Township  would  pay  al  least  60%.

The  straight  line  projection  ol  pupil  enrollment  indicates 
will  not  be  necessary  in  the  next  10  years.

IS  ONE  HIGH  SCHOOL  ENOUGH  FOR  PRINCETON  BOROUGH  AND  TOWNSHIP? 

Definitely  YES.  The  figures  in  the  above  table  indicate  that  the  combined  high  school 
enrollment  from  Princeton  Borough  and  Princeton  Township  together,  in  1974,  will  be 
substantially  less  than  the  student  population  in  our  high  school  today. 

If  Rocky  Hill  or  Plainshoro  were  to  leave,  there  would  be  further  reduction  in  numbers. 
Ihe  high  school  clearly  lies  in  stabilizing 

WHAT  ARE  THE  ALTERNATIVES? 

The  alternatives  are  not  good.  It  seems  clear  that  if  the  merger  fails,  Princeton 
Township  will  build  its  separate  high  school,  and  leave  the  Borough  system  by  1970. 
Montgomery  Township  has  indicated  its  desire  lo  phase  out  of  Princeton  High  School 
while  building  its  own.  This  will  leave  Princeton  Borough  with  two  options.

(2)  High  school  regionalization  with  Wesl  Windsor  Township.  This  would  lead  to  a 
high  school  enrollment  loo  small  at  first  but  too  large  later  on,  as  the  Wesl  Windsor 
population  grows.  Remember  that  West  Windsor  has  a  much  larger  area  than  Princeton 
Township  (27  square  miles  compared  to  16  square  miles),  and  is  zoned  for  a  much  larger 
future  population.  This  alternative  is  unsound  financially,  as  well  as  questionable  geo- 
graphically.
